The writing table (30in. a 34in.) is bordered in inlaid work 
identical in design with the broad band of ornament on the outside, the main area of its perfect square being 
occupied by two oblong designs, each the reverse of the other, in the colours of the woods employed. In the 
left panel the groundwork is light and the design dark—the exact contrary of its fellow. The centre of the 
back is occupied bya female figure, inlaid, with flowing hair and ample draperies. A deep ebony frame greatly 
heightens the. effect of the picture, which is flanked, right and lett, by three small drawers, two larger ones 
being placed above and below—10 receptacles in all, every one richly inlaid with head, grotesques and scrolls, 
framed in ebony beading. This grand piece stands upon a pedestal (25in. high) of carved ebony, with deeply 
incised legs and frieze, and a top of plain satin wood. Taken together, stand and cabinet have four distinct 
graduations, and would form an extremely effective feature in the arrangement of study or entrance hall.
